withjzrear violence, striking the man
on the lefr side of the head, just above
the temple.

The wound is a most horrible one,
and is abonut three inches in length
and about the size of o silver dollar
The entire top portion of theskull
wis shattered and, after the physician
disseeted away the pieces of boue, the
hirain conld Le ploly seen.

Stoue and Henry, dressed the wound,

As soon s Mr. Poteet was informed
of the atlair, he went out in geareh of
Otey and found him on Railroad
avenne, When hesaw the gentleman
eoming Otey took to his heels and
went in the divection of the West lind,
and Mr. Poteet gave up the chase,
The man did not keep on, however,
out of town, but as soon as it was
dark enough, spneaked back to the
harroom and seereted hinselfin one of
the upper stories,  Some one suw him
enter the building and the poliee
were informed and oflicers Joues and
Tillinaen arrested him. After the juil
hid been reached, Otey  became so
violent that double irons were put on
it and he was ehained to the floor.
